crop decreased by 21.600.000 bushels 
during September, presumably due to 
drought which prevailed in many of 
the corn growing states, according to 
the department of agriculture's fore- 
cast of pioduction based on conditions 
at the end of the month 


The department forecast a crop of 


2 853,390 000 bushels 
in comparison 


with the total of 2 S75 000 000 bushels 
iorrtabt a* t<ie end of AugUbt. 


The spring wheat crop was estimat- 


ed by the department at 26$ 314,000 
bushels which compared with the fore 
cast issued a month ago of a crop 
amounting to 277.000.000.

mate at least 15,000 persons lost their 
lives in the United States last year as 
the result of fires. Considerably more 
than this number were seriously in- 
jured from the same cause. 


When we are 
told that most of 


those killed and injured were women 
and children, that they were sacrificed 
because of carelessness and that this 
toll is increasing 
each year, we re- 


alize that some definite steps should 
be taken to halt the destruction. 


From a. humane standpoint there- 


fore, if for no other, it is the duty of 
every sane person to exercise partic- 
ular care to prevent fires. Further 
more, it is h'.s duty to know what to 
do when he discovers that a fire ha; 
started. Many lives and much prop 
erty would be saved annually if the 
person who first saw the fire had 
known how to call for proper assist 
pee. We all realize that the first few 
iiimtes after the fire starts is the 


most important time in which to fight

CARBOHYDRATIC PLETHORA 


The caloric, nutritive, fuel of food value energy 


sustenance or strength derived from the food a man 
eats should be apportioned something like this ir 
a well balanced or suitable diet: 


Protein (nitrogenous) food material should fur 


nish one-tenth of the total. 
Fat should furnish 


two-tenths, of the total. Carbohydrate material (the 
various sugars and starchy foods) should furnish 
seven-tenths of the total. 


Fat has greater fuel or energy value than starch 


or egg-white, as everybody knows who ever put any 
fat in the fire. The fuel or nutritive value of pro 
tern and sugar or starch is the same; you derive 
the same number of calories from a gram, ounce or 
pound of cornstarch or potato or glucose as you do 
from the same weight of egg-white or pure lean 
beef. 
But for every gram, ounce or 7>ound of 


butter, fat meat. lard, olive oil, or lard substitute 
you eat, count yourself as well nourished, strength- 
ened or fattened as you would be from double the 
quantity of bread or cheese or lean beef. 


A gram of protein yields four calories. 
A gram of carbohydrate (starch or sugar) yields 


four calories. 


But a gram of fat yields 9.4 calories.

Paris—Many negotiations are going 


on between French and German in- 
dustrial representatives, the Stinnes- 
Lubersac agreement being only a be- 
ginning. The Paris correspondent of 
the LEIPZIGER TAGEBLATT en- 
larges on this subject and says: 


"For a long time it has been no 


secret that negotiations have been go- 
ing on in three Paris hotels between 
the most eminent representatives of 
French and German industry for the 
purpose of peaceful economic cooper- 
ation between the two countries. 


"What 
Herr 
Stinnes 
and 
the 


Marquis de Lubersac did in this re- 
spect, was only a beginning and a 
part of the whole. Although econo- 
mic necessities had much to do with 
the case, it cannot be denied that the 
agreement between the two great in- 
dustrial representatives was brought 
about from moral and political con- 
siderations. 
Every economic under- 


standing between two peoples pursues 
in the main, perhaps unconsciously, 
political aims, in the sense that the 
final result will always be a political 
understanding. If this result is to be 
attained between France and Germany 
—and the necessity for it was clearly 
expressed during the economic ne- 
gotiations in the Hotel Astoria and 
elsewhere—first of all an erratic block 
must be removed, which again and 
again prevents the peoples from see- 
ing each other, to say nothing of 
shaking hands; a block which gives 
the nationalists and official German 
haters in France again and again the 
opportunity of exercising sentimental 
pressure on their countrymen and oh 
the compassionate world, concerning 
which every economic argument and 
every political point of view is power- 
less: I mean the still open wound on 
France's body, the ruins which still 
exist in six of the departments. It 
is impossible to flght against this 
argument. 


"Just in those^ classes in France 


which begin to see that a policy of 
hatred must inevitably ruin both coun- 
tries, which begin to realize the im- 
possibility of dividing the fate of the 
two countries, and which represent 
nJI the different political parties, royal- 
lists, republican unionists, democrats, 
radicals, and socialists—on all sides 
.'i desire for understanding prevails. 
It may certainly he argued that the 
press represents public Opinion and 
that if France really wants an un- 
derstanding with Germany why do 
articles of hatred appear dally in the 
paper?
